The THIRD REPORT of the 


Commiſſioners appointed to examine, 


take, and ſtate, the PUBLIC AC- 
COUNTS of the Kingdom. 


AVING finiſhed our Examinations of all thoſe Public 

Accountants that came to our Knowledge in the Firſt 
Claſs, as far as relates to the Balances of Pubhc Money in their 
Hands, we, in the next Place, directed our Attention to thoſe 
Accountants who receive Public Money out of the Exchequer, 
by way of Impreſt, and upon Account. 

The Certificate of the Accounts depending in the Office of the 
Auditors of the Impreſt, tranſmitted to us purſuant to our Pre- 
cept, furniſhed us with a Liſt of theſe Accountants: As much 
of this Certificate as relates to the Subject Matter of this preſent 
Report, is inſerted-in the Appendix. We took them into our 
Conſideration in the Order in which they ſtand upon that Cer- 
tificate; a Rule we purſue in regard to all Liſts of Accoun- 
tants, unleſs there is ſome ſpecial Reaſon for departing from 
It. 

The Set of Accountants therein firſt mentioned, are the Trea- 
ſurers of the Navy; and of theſe, the Names that ſtand firſt are the 
Executors of Anthony Viſcount Falkland, whole final Account is 
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dated the 4th of April 1689, and from whom a Balance of 
Twenty-ſeven thouſand Six hundred and Eleven Pounds Six 
Shillings and Five Pence Farthing, is declared to be then due. 
We did not miſpend our Time in a Purſuit where there was 
ſo little Probability of Benefit to the Public: A Debt that has 
ſubſiſted for near a Century, may be preſumed deſperate. Paſſing 
over therefore this Article, we iſſued our Precepts to Earl Temple, 
as Repreſentative of the late George Grenville, Eſquire ; to Lord 
Viſcount Barrington, Lord Viſcount Howe, and to Sir Gilbert 
Elliot, Baronet, as Repreſentative of the late Sir Gilbert Elliot, for 
an Account of the Public Money in their Hands, Cuſtody, or 
Power, as late Treaſurers of the Navy. The Returns made to 
our Precepts are ſet forth in the Appendix; from which it ap- 
pears that the Balances of Public Money remaining in their re- 
ſpective Hands, upon the Days therein mentioned, amounted 
together to the Sum of Seventy- ſix thouſand Seven hundred 
Ninety-three Pounds Eighteen Shillings and One Penny Far- 
thing. 

1 hat we might learn for what Reaſons, Services, or Purpoſes, 
theſc Sums are permitted to remain in the Hands of Treaſurers of 
the Navy, ſo long after they are out of Office, we examined 
ſeveral of the Officers in this Department, namely, George Swaf- 


. field, Eſquire, Caſhier of the Victualling; Andrew Douglas, Eſ- 
7, 8. quire, Paymaſter; Mr. Adam Fellicoe, Chief Clerk to the Pay- 


maſter, and Mr. Francis Cook, Ledger Writer. By them we are 
ſupplied with the following Information: 

The Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy is divided into Three 
Branches, the Paymaſter's, the Caſhier's, and the Victualling 
Branch. All the Money he receives 1s for the Navy Services, 
and placed under, or carried over to one of theſe Branches ; the 
Money in each Branch is ſubdivided, arranged, and kept under 
various different Heads of Services; the whole Balance, at the 
Time he leaves the Office, continues to be liable, whether it 
be in his Hands, or in the Hands of his Repreſentatives, in 
caſe of his Death, to the ſame Services for which its ſeveral 
Parts were originally deſtined ; and the Commiſſioners of the 
Navy, Victualling, and dick and Hurt Offices, each in their ſe- 
veral Departments, continue to aſſign Pills upon him for Pay- 
ment, until they have reduced his Balance to ſuch a Sum as, in 


their Opinions, will not be more than ſufficient to anſwer Pur- 


poſes for wich it has been uſual to leave Money with him, until 


his final Account is paſſed. Theſe Iurpoſes are, firſt, to carry 


on the Recalls upon thoſe Ships Books which were open in his 
I reaſurer{hip, and the Payment of the Half Pay Liſts and Boun- 
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ties to Chaplains. The Ships Books are uſually kept open for 
Recalls, for Seven or Eight Vears after the Expiration of the 
Treaſurerſhip, in order to give thoſe Seamen who, by being 
either turned over to other Ships, or employed in other Places, 
could not attend at the Time their Ship was paid, an Oppor- 
tunity of receiving their Wages when it is in their Power to 
apply for them. The only Fund applicable to this Service is 
the Money in the Pay Branch, placed under the Head of To 
« pay Ships, and carry on Recalls: This Service is at an End 
when the Ships Books are made up. They are made up as they 
come in Courſe in order of Time; and after the laſt is cloſed, 
the Half Pay Liſts are alſo cloſed, and the Payment of the 
Bounty to Chaplains ceaſes. 

The other Purpoſe is to pay the Fees and Expences of carry- 
ing on, making up, and paſſing his Accounts. Upon paſſing 
every Annual Account, Fees are paid to the Auditors of the 
Impreſt, out of the Money in his Hands, under the Head of 
% To pay Exchequer Fees, and other Contingent Expences of 
« the Pay Office; but upon paſſing his final Account, there 1s 
a Gratuity alſo paid in the following Manner :—The Officers 
and Clerks who tranſact the Buſineſs of the Treaſurer in Office, 
carry on alſo at the ſame Time, and finally make up, the Ac- 
counts of the Treaſurers out of Office ; for which extra Work 
they have no Salary or Recompence whatever, until the final 
Account is ready to be paſſed, at which Time it has been uſual 
for them, by Petition to the Lords of the Treaſury, to obtain 
a reaſonable Allowance for their Trouble, which has been paid 
them, by virtue of a Treaſury Warrant, out of any Money re- 
maining in the Hands of that Treaſurer, under whatever Heads 
of Service it may be placed. This Gratuity, together with the 
Fees of paſſing the Annual Accounts, and for the Quietus, it is 
imagined, will exhauſt the whole Balance now remaining in thc 
Hands of Lord Temple. 

All the Ships Books which were paid by Mr. Grenville, Lord 
Barrington, and Lord Howe, are made up, and conſequently the 
Balances which the Three Boards have left in the Hands of theſc 
Treaſurers muſt be for the Purpoſe of paying the Fees and Ex- 
pences of carrying on, making up, and paſſing their Accounts. 
Of Sir Gilbert Elliot's Ships Books, Five hundred and Six are 
ſtill open for Recalls ; and Payments, if applied for, are made 
upon them once a Week ; and therefore, whatever Sums ſtand 
upon his Account, in his Paymaſter's Branch, under the Heads 
of Wages, Half Pay, and Bounties to Chaplains, are ſtill appli- 
cable to thoſe Services; and the Reſidue of the Money =. 
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mitted to remain with him is for the Purpoſe of paying the 
Fees and Expences of carrying on, making up, and paſling his 
Accounts. 

How ſoon then will theſe ſeveral Sums be wanted for this 
Purpoſe ? The Accounts of the Treaſurers of the Navy are 
made up and paſſed as they come in courſe in order of Time ; 
the Officers muſt finiſh One Year before they begin upon 
another; and a ſubſequent Treaſurer's Account is never finiſhed 
till his Predeceſſor's is finally cloſed. The State in which their 
Accounts are, in the Office of the Auditors of the Impreſt, 1s 
this :—The laſt which is declared is Mr. Grenvile's Account 
for the Year 1758: Of all the ſubſequent Accounts, only ſome 
Sections of their reſpective Navy and Victualling Ledgers are 
delivered into this Office; which Parts of a Treaſurer's. Ac- 
counts are uſually ſent thither as ſpeedily as they can be made 
up after the Year expires. 

From an Account of the Balances remaining in the Hands of 
theſe Treaſurers, at the Times they reſpectively ceaſed to be 
Treaſurers; and an Account of the Times when their laſt Ships 
Books were made up; and a State of Mr. Grenville's Balances, 
and of the Balances of Lord Barrington, Lord Howe, and Sir 
Gilbert Elliot, every Year ſince they ſeverally went out of Office, 
all tranſmitted to us from the Pay Office of the Navy, pur- 
ſuant to our Requiſitions, we find that Mr. Grenuw/le reſigned 
this Office in 1762, and his laſt Ship's Book was made up in 
1771 ; that Lord Barrington reſigned this Office in 1765, and his 
laſt Ship's Book was made up in 1775 ; that Lord Howe re- 
ſigned this Office in 1770, and his laſt Ship's Book was made 
up in 1778 ; and that Sir Gzbert Elliot died in 1777: Hence it 
appears, that for near Nineteen Years there has been in the 
Hands of Mr. Grenville, or of his Repreſentatives, and for Fif- 


| teen Years in the Hands of Lord Barrington, and for Ten Years 


in the Hands of Lord Howe, and for Three Years in the Hands 
of the Repreſentatives of Sir Gubert Elliat, conſiderable Sums of 
Public Money (excluſive of the Sums on the Heads of Wages, 
Half Pay, and Bounty to Chaplains) deſtined to Purpoſes which 


(except the paſſing Three Years of Mr. Grenvile's Accounts) 


have not yet exiſted, and which, if we may judge from the Pro- 
greſs hitherto made in paſting theſe Accounts, are not likely ſoon 
to exit. 

Where Public Money 1s appointed for a Service or Purpoſe 
to ariſe at a future Time, we are of Opinion, the Public alone 
Hgught to have the Cuſtody and Uſe of that Money, in the 
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mean Time, and until the Service or Purpoſe calls for its Ap- 
plication. 

When the Fees and the Gratuity become payable, we ſe no 
Reaſon why the Treaſurer in Office ſhould not pay them, in like 
Manner as the Treaſurers out of Office pay them now. 

We did not form our Opinion upon theſe Balances without 
firſt hearing the late Treaſurers themſelves, or the Repreſen- 
tatives of thoſe who are dead; and therefore we examined Earl 
Temple, Lord Viſcount Barrington, Lord Viſcount Howe, and 
Sir Gilbert Elliot, Baronet ; not One of whom made any Ob— 
jection to paying their Balances into the Exchequer, upon Con- 
dition, ſome of receiving their Quietus, others of being made 
ſecure in ſuch Payments. We do therefore conceive, that the 
Balances of Public Money, now remaining in the Hands of Earl 
Temple, as Repreſentative of the late George Grenville, Eſquire, and 
in the Hands of Lord Viſcount Barrington, and of Lord Viſ- 
count Howe, and of Sir Gilbert Elliot, Baronet, as Repre- 
ſentative of Sir Gilbert Elliot, late Treaſurers of the Navy, 
ought to be paid into the Exchequer, for the Public Service, 
leaving in the Hands of Sir Gilbert Elliat the Sums in his 
Account placed under the Heads of Wages, Half Pay, and 
Bounties to Chaplains, to carry on the Services to which the 
ſame are applicable; that ſuch Payments ſhould be without Pre- 
judice, and a proper Security and Indemnification be given to 
each of them againſt any Loſs or Detriment that may accrue 
to them in conſequence of ſuch Payments. 

The Right honourable Welbore Ellis, the preſent Treaſurer of 
the Navy, returned to our Requiſition, a Balance in his Hands 
upon the 31ſt of Augiſt laſt, of Three hundred Forty-eight 
thouſand Nine hundred forty-one Pounds Eleven Shillings and 
Nine Pence. The Act directs us to examine into all Balances in 
the Hands of Public Accountants, for the Purpoſe of conſider- 
ing what Sum may be taken out of their Hands, to be applied 
to the Public Service. It is obvious, we could not examine the 
Balance in the Hands of the Treaſurer in Office with this View ; 
it could not be in our Power to ſay, that any Part of it ought to be 
paid back into the Exchequer, becauſe, in an Office of ſo conftant 
and large an Expenditure, this Sum muſt probably be eshautbed, 
even while it was under our Conſideration; but it was competent 
to us, and we thought it our Duty, to examine whether this 
was a larger Sum than the current Buſineſs of the Office re- 
quired ſhould at that Time be entruſted to the Treaturer of the 

Navy. A Compariſon between the Quantum of the Sum, ad 


the Demands upon it, would enable us to form ſome Judgment 
upon 
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upon this Point; with this View we examined the preſent Trea- 
ſurer himſelf, Timatiy Brett, Eſquire, Commiſſioner of the 
Navy, and Comptroller of the Treaſurer's Accounts, John Slade, 
Eſquire, Commiſſioner of the Victualling, and Jobn Bell, Eſquire, 
Commiſſioner of the Sick and Hurt; from whom we collect the 
following Information, 

All the Money received by the Treaſurer, for the Services of 
the Navy, is either iſſued to him out of the Exchequer, or paid 
to him by ſundry Perſons, in purſuance of the Directions of the 
Navy, Victualling, or Sick and Hurt Boards. The Money from 
the Exchequer is iſſued to him, and arranged in his Accounts 
under various Heads of Services; theſe. Heads are kept diſtinct; 
and he cannot place or transfer a Sum iſſued to him under one 
Head, to any other Head of Service. All Bills aſſigned upon 
him for Payment by theſe Boards, ſpecify the correſpondent Head 
of Service out of which that Bill 1s to be paid, and he muſt 
not pay it out of Money placed under any other Head of Ser- 
vice than that ſo ſpecified on the Bull. 

When Money is wanted, the Application for it never origi- 
nally moves from the Treaſurer, except in the ſingle Inſtance of 
Money to pay Fees, and other contingent Expences ; this he 
craves of himſelf, when that Fund 1s nearly exhauſted ; in all 
other Caſes, the Board, in whoſe Department it is, by Letter, 
deſire him to preſent a Memorial to the Lords of the Treaſury, 
ſpecifying the Sum wanted, and for what particular Service; 
the Memorial purſues the Letter, and the Iſſue is directed from 
the Exchequer in the Terms of the Memorial. The Treaſurer 
immediately certifies to the Navy Board the whole Sum he re- 
ceives, and to the other Boards, ſo much of that Sum as con- 
cerns them ; he alſo tranſmits to the Navy Board an Account 
of all his Receipts and Payments in the Caſhier's and Victual- 
ling Branch every Fortnight, and in the Pay Branch every 
Month; by theſe Means they have an exact Knowledge of the 
State of his Balance under each Head of Service. Each of theſe 
Boards enter in their Books all the Aſſignments they make upon 
him for Payment ; of which they tranſmit to him a Liſt ; hence 
they know what the actual Demands upon him amount to ; 
and, from their Experience in the Courſe of the Navy Buſineſs, 
they can form ſome Conjecture relative to the probable ap- 
proaching Demands that may be made upon him 1n the various 


Branches of the Service. By ſuch Knowledge and Conjecture 


theſe Boards are guided in their Directions to the Treaſurer, as 
to the Time when, the Quantum of the Sum, and the Service 
for 
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for which, every Application for a Supply is to be made to the 
Treaſury. 

At the End of every Month the Navy Board tranſmit to the 
Treaſury a Certificate, containing an exact State of all the Re- 
ceipts and Payments made by the Treaſurer during that Month, 
as they appear from their Books ; hence the Lords of the Trea- 
ſury have full Knowledge of the State of his Balance every 
Month: This Certificate for the Month of Auguſt laſt we pro- 
cured from the Navy Office, on which the Balance in the Hands 
of the Treaſurer appears to be Two hundred ſixty thouſand Seven 
hundred Sixteen Pounds One Shilling and Eight Pence Far- 
thing. 

Being made acquainted thus far with the Courſe of Buſineſs 
in this Office, our next Step was to reſolve this Balance of 
Three hundred forty-eight thouſand Nine hundred Forty-one 
Pounds Eleven Shillings and Nine Pence into its conſtituent 
Parts, and compare the Quantum of each Part, as far as we 
could, with the actual and probable Demands of Service upon 
it on the 31ſt of Auguſt, the Date of his Return. 

The firſt Circumſtance that engaged our Attention, was a 
Difference between the Treaſurer's Balance and the Navy Ba- 
lance, upon the ſame Day, the 3 iſt of August, the former exceed- 
Ing the latter by the Sum of Eighty- eight thouſand Iwo hun- 
dred Twenty-five Pounds Ten Shillings and Three Farthings; 
this Difference lies in the Caſhier's and Victualling Branches, 
and ariſes from the following Cauſe: When the Three Boards 
aſſign Bills upon the Treaſurer for Payment, they immediately 
give him Credit for thoſe Bills, in his Account kept at their 
Offices; but the Treaſurer does not himſelf take Credit for any 
Bills in his own Account till he actually pays them. The 
Perſons who receive theſe Bills do not always immediately pre- 
ſent them to the Treaſurer for Payment, but frequently keep 
them in their Poſſeſſion for a conſiderable Time. The Trea- 
ſurer's Balance muſt therefore exceed the Navy Balance as much 
as the Sum of the Bills aſſigned upon him for Payment exceeds 
the Sum of the Bills actually paid by him. We conceive this 
Exceſs is not Money for which the Treaſurer is accountable to 
the Public, but belongs to the Proprietors of thoſe Bills, and 
remains in his Hands, at their Riſk, until they apply to him 
for Payment. This Sum, therefore, we think, ſhould be de- 
ducted from his Balance. 

We, in the next Place, obſerved that ſeveral Sums in each 
Branch were not actually in the Hands of the Treaſurer, but 
ef his Officers and Clerks, either carrying on Services in London, 
CE: Or 
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er at the didtuat Ports, whither theſs Sumes were direfied to be 


ſent by the Navy Board, to carry on the Services at thoſe Ports : 
It may reaſonably be preſumed that the Boards would not 
have directed into the Hands of the Officers, nor the Treaſurer 
have intruſted them with, larger Sums than were wanted ; and 
therefore theſe Sums, too, may be deducted from the Treaſurer's 
Balance; which will reduce the Public Money actually in his 


L. 128, 083. 16. 107 Hands to the Sum of One hundred twenty-erght thouſand Eighty- 
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three Pounds Sixteen Shillings and Ten Pence Farthing, as ap- 


pears by the State inſerted in the Appendix. The conſtituent 


Parts of this Balance, under their ſeveral Heads of Service, 
conſiſting of a Variety of Articles, are ſtated in the Navy Certifi- 
cate; ſome of them carry the Appearance of having been applied 
for ſooner than the Services ſeem to have required; but, upon 
Examination, we find that the Boards do not direct an Appli- 
cation for a Supply to any Fund, until they know that Fund is 
nearly, or likely ſoon to be exhauſted. The Treaſury are ſome- 
times prevented from granting the Iſſue until many Days after 
it is craved; and therefore the Boards are careful to apply 
early enough, to guard againſt the Hazard of a Demand upon 
an exhauſted Fund. To ſearch into the actual and probable 
Demands, at that Time, upon each of theſe Sums, was hardly 
practicable ; one Circumſtance alone might enable us to judge 
with ſufficient Accuracy, whether the Sum Total was too large 
or not; that is, in what Time this Balance was in Fact paid away 
by the Treaſurer. It appears from his Accounts for the Month 
of Auguſt, that this whole Balance, and much more, was received 
by him during that Month; and by his Accounts for the Month 
of September, tranſmitted to us purſuant to our Requiſition, it 
appears that not only the Balance remaining on the ziſt of 
Auguſt, but a much larger Sum, was in Fact paid away by him 
during the ſucceeding Month. Conſidering, therefore, this Sum 
by itſelf, independent of, and unconnected with his other Re- 
ceipts and Payments, prior and fubſequent to the Nate of this 
Balance, we have no Grounds to fay that this individual Sum, 
received in One Month, and paid away in the next, was more 
than the Service required ſhould be in the Hands of the Treaſurer 
of the Navy upon the 31ſt of Auguſt laſt. 

But it was neceſſary to extend our Inquiry ſtill farther. What 
is the Amount of the Sum that has been . continually in the 
Hands of the Treaſurer of the Navy, and has that Sum been 
more than the current Services required? To come at this 
Knowledge, we obtained from the Navy Office an Account of 
the Total Sums received and paid by the Freaſurer of the Navy 

for 
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for every Month, from the iſt of January 1779 to the ziſt of 
Auguſt laſt, with the Total of the Balances remaining in his 
Hands at the End of each Month, as they appear in the Monthly 
Certificates to the Treaſury. 

As the Public Money ſhould paſs without Delay from the 
Pocket of the Subject into the Exchequer, fo it ought not to iſſue 
out of the Exchequer, either before it is wanted, or in larger 
Sums than the Service for which it is iſſued requires. By this 
laſt Account, a very large Sum has been conſtantly in his Hands, 
during the Period therein mentioned, excluſive of the Amount 
of Bills aſſigned upon him, but not preſented to him for Pay- 
ment. The principal Cauſe of the Magnitude of this Balance, 1s, 
the Practice, in this Office, of not applying Money ifiued under 
one Head, towards ſatisfying a Demand upon any other Head 
of Service; the Conſequence of which is, when the Money upon 
the Account of any Head of Service 1s nearly exhauſted, a Supply 
mult be procured for that Service, how abundant ſoever the Sums 
upon other Heads of Accounts, or the Sum Total of his Caſh, 
may be. Were all the Sums he receives to conſtitute and be. 
conſidered as one common general Caſh, and be applied indiſ- 
criminately to every Service, a much leſs Sum than the loweſt 
of the Balances in the Account laſt-mentioned would, in our 
Opinion, ſuffice to carry on the current Services of the Navy, 
even various and extenſive as they now are. It would creat: 
no Confuſion in the Accounts; for the Receipts and Payments 
under each Head of Service might ſtill be kept diſtinct; and 
though the Payments might frequently exceed the Receipts on 
ſome Heads of Accounts, yet the Treaſurer would not be with- 
out ſufficient Caſh, and the next Iſſue from the Exchequer would 
reſtore the Balances. What the Sum neceſſary for carrying on 
the Service ſhould be, muſt depend upon Circumſtances ; 1t will 
be different at different Times, and muſt be left principally to 
the Diſcretion of thoſe Commiſſioners from whom the Direction 


for Supplies move, who, being converſant in the Buſineſs, can 


beſt determine. But, to enable the Lords of the Treaſury hke- 
wiſe to judge of the Propriety of, and be a Check and Controul 
upon, the Requiſition, we are of Opinion, that, beſides the Cer- 
tificate ſent every Month from the Navy Board, an Account of 
the Sum Total of the Balance in the Hands of the Treaſurer of 
the Navy ſhould be inſerted in every Application for a Supply 
to the Treaſury, 

We have not been inattentive to Defects we have obſerved in 
this Office during the Courſe of our Inquiries ; Defects which 
concern the Officer, the Office, and the Public. 


The 
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The Treaſurer finds his Buſineſs does not end with his Office ; 
his Accounts are ſtill open: He goes on, receiving and paying. 
until he feels himſelf, his Family, and his Fortune, ſubject to 
all the Evils of long Public Accounts far in Arrear, and the Dif- 
ficulties of rendering an Account increaſing daily: He continues 
reſponſible for Millions, without an Expectation of obtaining his 
final Diſcharge during his Life. 

The Office is perplexed with the Multiplicity of theſe Accounts. 
— There are Four diſtinct Accounts, of Four Treaſurers of the 
Navy, at this Time open at the Pay Office, and Buſineſs is carried 
on upon every one of them at the ſame Time, by the ſame Offi- 
cers, when the current Buſineſs of the preſent Treaſurer alone 
would find Employment enough for them all. 

There have been iſſued to Three of theſe Treaſurers, for the 
Navy Service, upwards of Thirty-three Millions, the Accounts 
of which are not paſſed ; excluſive of above Twenty- five Millions 
to the late Mr. Grenville, whoſe final Account is not yet ſettled ; 
and of Sixteen Millions to the preſent Treaſurer, none of whoſe 
Accounts could as yet be ſettled. 

The Navy Accounts in July laſt, when the Impreſt Certificate 
was tranſmitted to us, were in Arrear in the Office of the Audi- 
tor of the Impreſt Twenty-two Years. This Delay 1s occaſioned 
by the Accounts of the ſubſequent Years not being made up at 
the Pay Office of the Navy, where there is a Want of Officers 
and Clerks for this Department. A ſufficient Number of Perſons, 
intelligent in this Branch, ſhould forthwith be provided by the 
proper Authority, with adequate Salaries, for the ſole Purpoſe 
of proceeding upon, bringing forward, and making up theſe Ac- 
counts, with as much Diſpatch as the Nature of the Buſineſs will 
admit. 

By this Delay in making -up the Accounts, the Public loſes 
the Uſe, at leaſt, of conſiderable Sums of their own Money; 
not that the Principal itſelf has always been ſafe. A Defaulter 
of above Twenty- ſeven thouſand Pounds ſtands at the Head of 
the Liſt of Treaſurers of the Navy upon the Impreſt Certi- 
ficate. 

We.inquired why a Treaſurer, under the preſent Conſtitution 
of the Office, might not, upon his Reſignation, immediately pay 
over his Balance to the Succeſlor, or into the Exchequer, .and all 
the ſubicquent Tranſactions of Office be carried on by the 
Treaſurer for the Time being.—Two Reaſons were aſſigned for 
the Neceſlity of keeping open his Accounts, though out of 
Office.

aſt. That ſufficient Time may be given to his Sub-Accoun- 
tants to clear their Impreſts. 

The Sub- Accountants are certainly very numerous; and as, 
according to the preſent Mode of paſſing theſe Accounts, they 
muſt all be ſet inſuper upon the final Account, was that Account 
to be made up ſoon after the Expiration of the Treaſurerſhip, 
it would be very voluminous and troubleſome to the Office. 
Hut, ſince the Treaſurer in Office does now clear the Impreſts 
of ſome of his Predeceſſors, and can clear the Impreſts of all, and 
the Three Boards can, at their Pleaſure, call upon the Sub-Ac- 
countants to clear their Impreſts, we do not think this Reaſon 
concluſive. 

2d. That the Payment of his Ships Books may be com- 

pleated. 

A Ship's Book is the Voucher for the Treaſurer who pays 
it: Two cannot pay upon the ſame Book; it would create 
Confuſion, as the Payments of the one could not, without great 
Trouble and Difficulty, be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe of the other; 
1t could not therefore be made a Voucher for Two Treaſurers. 
To enable a Treaſurer in Office to carry on the Payment of 
a Ship's Book open in the Time of his Predeceſſor, the 
Names of all the Seamen not paid muſt be abſtracted, and en- 
tered in a new Book; a Work of great Labour and Length ot 
Time, where the Books arc ſo numerous; and during all that 
Time no Payment of Wages could be made to the Seamen un- 
paid upon thoſe Books. 

Upon the Examination of a <hip's Book, there appears a Foun - 
dation for this Objection, which opens a Door for a poſſible 
Miſchief, worthy Conſideration. It is in the Power of a Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy, retiring in Diſguſt, to refuſe carrying on any 
more Payments, and by that Means to put a Stop, for Eight 
Months or more, to the Payment of all the Scamen on the 
numerous Volumes of Ships Books open at the ſeveral Ports in his 
Treaſurerſhip. Mr. Grenville left open above Thirteen Hundred. 
This Evil does not reſt in Spcculation : We have an Inſtance of 
it in Evidence. The Office that does not guard againſt the rot- 
ſibility of ſuch an Evil, is fundamentally defective. 

Theſe Defects ſhould be ſpeedily corrected. To alter the 
Conſtitution of the Office; to aboliſh the ſubordinate Trea- 
ſury ; to render a Treaſurer the mere Accountant; and to vary the 
Mode of accounting, carry with them a ſtrong Appearance oi 
an effectual Remedy: But were we, in the preſent State of our 
Inquiries, to come to Deciſions of ſuch Moment, we ſhould be 
premature, perhaps raſh. It is caſier to ſee the Detects than to 
tvpply the Regulation. The Pay of the Navy is an important 
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Object; and any Alteration in the Mode ſhould be well weighed 
before it is adopted ; it ſhould be traced through all its Effects, 
and perfectly aſcertained to be as feaſible in Practice as it is 
8 in Theory. To diſturb, to confound, or to delay (Ef- 
ects not unfrequent, when Novelty of Form is introduced, and 


new Principles applied to an old Office) might be attended with 


very ſerious Conſequences. 

The Defects, to which we have alluded, preſented them{clves 
in the Courſe of an Examination made, in Obedience to the 
Act, for a more limited Purpoſe. Coming, however, batore 
us, they are, in our Opinion, too important to be paſted over 
in Silence : We thought it our Duty to point them out, that, 
ſhould they be deemed a proper Subject for the Exerciſe of the 
Wiſdom of the Legiſlature, the ſolid Advantages, which would 
reſult to the Public from their Correction, might not be delayed. 
Had we protracted this Report until we were poſſeſſed of Ma- 
terials for a well-grounded Opinion upon theſe Points, we muſt 
have diſobeyed the Act, that enjoins us to report, in the firſt 
Place, upon the Balances in the Hands ot Accountants in this 
Seſſion of Parliament, to the End that the Public Money, long 
ago iſſued, and ſtill remaining in their Hands, may, with all 
convenient Speed, be reſtored to the Poſſeſſion of the Public.

T HIS Examinant ſaith, That he now is, and has been between Seven 

and Eight Years, Caſhier of the Victualling, under the Treaſurer of 
the Navy, and that he has been upwards of Thirty-three Years in the Pay 
Office of the Navy. 

That his Buſineſs is to receive and pay all Money iſſued to the Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy on the Head of Victualling. 

That the Office of the Treaſurer of the Navy conſiſts of Three Branches, 
the Paymaſter's, the Caſhier's, and Victualling. 

That he ſuperintends and takes Care of the Accounts of the late George 
Grenville, Eſquire, and of Lord Viſcount Barrington, late Treaſurers of 
the Navy. | 

That it is the Practice of the Office for the Paymaſter to ſuperintend 
the Accounts of the Treaſurers of the Navy, after they are out of 
Office; and that, during Mr. Wallis Time, who was Paymaſter to Mr. 
Grenvil/e and Lord Barrington, but very infirm, he tranſafted the Buſineſs 
for him, and on his Death the ſaid Buſineſs devolved upon him. 

That he thinks the Balance of One thouſand Seven hundred and Sixty- 
nine Pounds Five Shillings, returned by Lord Templc to be in his Hands 
as Repreſentative of George Grenville, Eſquire, under the Head of Wages, 
is not likely to be demanded on that Head, the Books being all made 
up for that Branch, 

That in the Caſhier's Account, he thinks the Balance of Seven thouſand 
Four hundied and Seventy-five Pounds Fourteen Shillings and Four Pence 
Halfpenny, will be exhauſted in Fees and Gratuities to be paid on paſſing 
the Accounts; for larger Sums paſſed through Mr. Grerville's Hands, in 
the Four laſt Years of his Treaſurerſhip, and the Auditor's Fees increaſe in 
proportion. 

That in the Victualling Branch he thinks there may be ſome few Bills, 
but to no great Amount, ſtill to be paid our of the Balance of Three 
thouſand One hundred and Fifteen Pounds Four Shillings, remaining on 
that Head, and that the Reſidue will be exhauſted in Fees and Gra- 
tuities. 

He believes that ſome Sections of Mr. Grenville's Accounts for the 
Years 1757 and 1758, were delivered into the Auditor's Office ſoon after 
the Expiration of thoſe Years, and that the voluntary Charge, the Ac- 
count of Payments of Wages to Seamen tor the Years 1759 and 1760, 
are not yet delivered in to the Auditor, but are ſigned by the Com- 
miſhoners of the Navy, and will be Celivered in a few Days, which will 
complete the Accounts for theſe u Years; that all Payments by Bills, 
ior both the Navy and Victualling Branches, for the Year 1761, have been 
delivered into the Auditor's Officer near Eighteen Years, It is a Rule in 

the 
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the Office, to ſend in theſe Parts of the Treaſurer's Accounts as ſpeedily 
as poſſible after the Year expires. 

That none of the Accounts for the Year 1762 are as yet ſent into the 
Auditor's Office, that being Mr Grenville's final Account, which is the 
moſt troubleſome, and the Office wiſhes to have the former Accounts clear- 
ed, before any Part of the final Account is delivered in, as the Perſons 
who have received Money on Account, and have not cleared their Ac- 
counts, are returned inſuper in the final Account, and the Treaſurer then, 
and not before, takes Credit for the Sums he has advanced them, and 
all the Tranſactions of his Treaſurerſhip are then finally cloſed, 

That he believes all Mr. Grenville's Accounts, as far as relates to the 
Treaſurer of the Navy's Office, will be in the Auditor's Office before the 
End of the Year 1782, and finiſhed there by the End of the following 
Year. 

That the Reaſon why the Ships Books, for the Payment of Seamen's 
Wages, cannot be delivered in along with thoſe of the Payment of Bills, 
is, becauſe they muſt be kept open to give the Seamen an Opportunity to 
receive their Wages; which they often cannot do, when the Ships are or- 
dered to be paid, being turned over to other Ships, and diſperſed in dif- 
ferent Parts of the World. 

The Ships Books are generally kept open for Recalls about Seven or 
Eight Years, and are then made up as they come in Courſe in Order of 
Time. When a Ship's Book is once cloſed, no further Payment can be made 
upon it, but the Seaman entitled to his Wages mult apply by Petition to 
the Navy Board, who order the Wages to be entered on the Liſt of Arrears, 
and paid out of the Money received on the Head of Wages; the Trea- 
ſurer's Accounts for any Year cannot be made up until all the Ships 
Books of that Year are cloſed ; the ſame Reaſon holds as to the voluntary 
Charge, that Account cannot be completed until the Ships Books are 
cloſed. 

When a Treaſurer's final Account is paſſed, he pays the Balance re- 
maining in his Hands into the Exchequer. 

That a Treaſurer's Account mult neceſſarily be kept open after he is 
out of Office, to give Time to thoſe who have received Money from him 
upon Account, to clear their Accounts; and that a Treaſurer's Account 
cannot be made up, and the Balance paid over to his Succeſſor, ſoon after 
he goes out of Office, becauſe of the Trouble it would create to the Office, 
and the Delay of paying the Seamen's Wages ; as all the Sums not paid 
by him muit be extracted, and carried over to new Books, to be paid by 
the ſucceeding Treaſurer ; for different Treaſurers cannot pay on the tame 
Book, as one Voucher cannot be admitted tor two Perſons. 

That this Examinant believes Mr. Grenvill: paid in his Treaſurerſnip 
between Thirteen and Fourteen hundred Ships Books, which were Jett 
open when he went out of Office. 

That the Treaſurer for the Time being has no Power to call upon any 
Perſons, to whom Bills have been iſſutd by Way of Impreſt, to clear their 
Accounts; that is the Buſineſs of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick and 
IIurt Boards, 

This Examinant further ſaith, That as to Lord Barrington's Account, 
none of his Paymaſter's Accounts are yet in the Auditor's Office; they can- 

f not 
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not be ſent in until Mr. Grenville's Accounts are ſettled in the Treaſurer's 
Office, as the Clerks muſt finiſh one before they begin another. 

That he thinks there may be ſome ſmall Demands ſtill made upon Lord 
Barrington for Wages, but to no great Amount; and the Navy and 
Victualling Boards may till aſſign Bills upon him for Payment, ſo as to 
reduce his Balance to ſuch Sum only as ſhall be ſufficient to pay the Ex- 
pences of paſſing his Accounts; and they do exerciſe that Power. 

That he believes all Lord Barrington's Accounts will be complete in 
the Auditor's Office within Three Years after Mr. Grenville's are finiſhed ; 
and that there are no other Services to be carried on with thele Balances, 
| except ſuch as are. above-mentioned,

HIS Examinant faith, That after a Perſon has received Money, by 

way of Impreſt, from either the Navy, Victualling, or Sick and Hurt 
Boards, he delivers in an Account of his Diſburſements to the ſame Board. 
They ſettle his Account; and if a Balance is due from him to Government, 
in the Navy and Sick and Hurt Offices, an Entry is generally made at the 
Foot of his clearing Bill, that ſuch Balance is to be paid in to clear the 
Account. This Bill goes to the Treaſurer; who receives that Balance, either 
to clear the Impreſt, or, if the Impreſt was in a former Treaturerſhip, to 
become a Part of his voluntary Charge. In the Victualling Office, they 
write to the Treaſurer, deſiring him to receive the Balance, in order to 
clear the Impreſt. 

In the Navy Branch, alone, the Number of Impreſts is always great, and 
if a Treaſurer's Account was to be made up ſoon after his Reſignation, all 
thoſe Perſons whoſe Impreſts were not cleared muſt be returned inſuper, 
and every Impreſt Bill deſcribed upon his final Account. The Practice of 
the Auditor's Office makes this neceſſary, and is one Cauſe of the Delay in 
paſſing a Treaſurer's final Account. 

The Sum under the Head of Fees and Contingencies, is applied by the 
Treaſurer in Office to the Payment of Fees at the Treaſury and Exchequer, 
upon his Application for and Receipt of Money, and to the Payment -of 


other 
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other ſmall incidental Expences. After he is out of Office, this Sum is ap- 
plied ſolely to the Payment of the Fees of paſſing his Acounts, 

When the voluntary Charge of any Year's Account is carried into the 
Office of the Auditor of the Impreſt, the Fees for paſſing that Year's Ac- 
count are then ſettled, and paid out of Money remaining in his Hands 
under the Head of Exchequer Fees, &c.; which Sum they allow in his 
Account, The Expence of procuring the Quietus is paid by him in purſu- 
ance of a Bill made out by the Navy Board, and aſſigned upon him for 
Payment, out of the ſame Fund. 

When the final Account is ready to be paſſed, the Officers and Clerks 
who have carried on the Accounts of a Treaſurer ever ſince he was out of 
Office, and who have no other Reward or Emolument for that Buſineſs, 
petition the Lords of the Treaſury for an Allowance for this extra Trou- 
ble, in proportion to the Length of the Treaſurerſhip, the Sum accounted 
for, and the Extent of the Account. The Treaſury refer the Memorial to 
the Auditors of the Impreſt, ro examine and certify whether the Sum ap- 
plied for be reaſonable; and upon their Report the Lords of the Trea- 
ſury iſſue a Warrant to the Auditors, to allow that Sum out of any Money 
remaining in the Hands of that Treaſurer ; who pays it to the Officers and 
Clerks in purſuance of that Warrant.

That, according to the Report of the Clerks of the Office, from their 
Books, the laſt Sections of his Victualling Ledgers, to the Year 1778, were 
delivered in to the Auditor's Office on the 17th Zune 1779. 

That he cannot form any Judgment when Sir Gilbert Elliot's Accounts 
will be finally paſſed. 

That he is informed, and believes, all the Open Accounts of the Trea- 
furers of the Navy are proceeded upon at the ſame Time; but a ſubſequent

That the Balance that was in the Hands of Sir Gilbert Elliot, when his 
Treaſurerſhip expired, has been reduced by Payments made on the Head 
of Wages, Navy, Victualling, and Sick and Hurt Bills, aſſigned by theſe 
Boards upon him for Payment. 

That the Balance remaining is applicable to the ſeveral Services for

HIS Examinant ſaith, That he now is, and has been for near Four 

Years, Chief Clerk to the Paymaſter in the Office of the Treaſurer of 

the Navy, and that he has been in the Pay Office of the Navy about Forty 
Years. 

That it is a Branch of his Office to make up the Ships Books, and to 
ſettle the Accounts of the Trealu:ers of the Navy, as far as relates to the 
Pay maſter's Branch. 

That all the Ships Books of Lord Barrington's and Lord Howe's Treaſurer- 
ſhip are made up. 

That the Number of Ships Books paid upon by Lord Barrington, was 
Six hundred and Seventy-nine ; and by Lord Howe, Six hundred and 
Twenty- five. 

That 
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That Sir Gilbert Elliot, the late Treaſurer, paid upon Eight hundred and 
Sixty-four Ships Books, of which Three hundred and Twenty. ſix are made 
up; that none of theſe Books were begun to be made up until the Trea- 
ſurerſhip was expired, in order to give Time to the Claimants to come in 
and be paid; the laſt Book made up of Sir Gilbert Elliot's Trealurerſhip, 
was that paid i in June 1772; that Ships Books are made up in Courſe, in 
order of Time; and that he believes it may be near Three Years more, be- 
fore all the Ships Books in Sir Gilbert Elliot's Treaſurerſhip can be 
made up. 

That he remembers, when Sir Jobn Ruſpout was diſplaced from his Trea- 
ſurerſhip, he refuſed to carry on any Payments, and, in conſequence, all the 
Ships Books in his Time were abſtracted, and the Names of thoſe Men 
who had not received their Pay were taken out, and entered in a Book, 
which was called the Abſtract of that Ship's Book. This Work took, as he 
believes, about Eight or Nine Months to perform, and nothing could be 
paid in the mean Time on any One Book, until the Abſtract of ſuch Book 
was completed. 


That when the Books are finally cloſed, he makes up the voluntary 
Charge of the Pay Branch. 

That the voluntary Charge for the laſt Half Year of Mr. Grenville”s 
Treaſurerſhip is juſt finiſhed, and the Firſt Year of the voluntary Charge of 
Lord Barrington's Treaſurerſhip | is drawn out, and Part of the Second Year 
is nearly finiſhed. 

That the Reaſons why theſe Accounts are ſo far in Arrear, are, the great 
Labour there is in making them up, and the great Quantity of current 
Bufineſs in the Office; for it is the Buſineſs of the ſame Clerks to make 
up the Accounts of former Treaſurers, and to carry on the preſent Buſi- 
neſs of the Office.

THIS Examinant faith, That all Sums of Money received by the 

Treaſurer of the Navy from the Exchequer, are iſſued to him under 
diſtin&t Heads of Services, and that he is ſtrictly forbid, by his Inſtruc- 
tions, to transfer Sums iſſued on one Head of Service to any other Head 
of Service; if the Sum granted for one Service be nearly exhauſted, a 
Supply for that Service muſt be procured, though he has large Sums in his 
Hands under other Heads of Services. 

That no Demand on the Treaſury moves originally from the Treaſurer 
of the Navy, independent of the Navy, Victualling, and Sick and Hurt 
Boards, except the Sums requiſite for the Payment of Exchequer Fees, 
and other Contingencies at the Pay Office. 

When the Sum received for any other particular Head of Service is 
nearly exhauſted, a Letter comes from the Navy, Victualling, or Sick and 
Hurt Boards, each for their reſpective Departments, to the Treaſurer, re- 
quiring him to preſent a Memorial to the Lords of the Treaſury, ſpecify- 
ing the Sums required, diſtinguiſhed under particular Heads of Services; 
that thereupon a Memorial is drawn up, according to the exact Words of 
the Letter, and, together with the Letter, is preſented by the Paymaſter 
to the Treaſury ; who direct the Iſſue exactly in the Form of the Me- 
morial. 

That the Pay maſter, on the Receipt of the Money, immediately certifies 
the Whole to the Navy Board; and the reſpective Parts which regard the 
Victualling and Sick and Hurt Boards, to them alſo. 

That the Navy Board has full Knowledge of the Receipt and Expendi- 
ture of the Money in the Hands of the Treaſurer; of the Receipt, by 
theſe Certificates; of the Expenditure, by their own Books, in which are 
entered every Bill, Order, or Aſſigument, given on the Treaſurer for 
Payment, under the reſpective Heads of Service; and by the Accounts 
which the Treaſurer tranſmits.to the Navy Board once a Forti ight, on 
the Head of \iEtualling and Caſhier's Branch, and once a Month on the 
Pay Branch. Theſe Accounts are compared with, and muſt agree exactly 
with their own Books; and from thence muſt appear the Balances on each 
reſpective Head of Service. 

That he dees not know of any Rule which governs the Navy Board in 
their Direction to him to apply to the Treaſury for Money, except their 
Knowledge uf the actual or approaching Services, and of the exact State 
of the Balance in his Hands under each Head. 

That, upon Application to the Lords of the Treaſury for a Supply of 
Money, they do not, to lis Knowledge, examine into the State of the 
Balance in the Hands of the T reaſurer ; but he is informed, and believes, 
that tei have an exact Account of it, by the Means of a Paper tranſ- 
mitted Monthly trom the Navy Board, containing an Account of the Caſh

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received by the Treaſurer, and the Aſſignments made upon him by the 
ſeveral Boards for Payment. 

That, to the beſt of his Knowledge and Belicf, the ſeveral Sums of One 
hundred and Sixteen thouſand Five hundred and Twenty-four Pounds 
Thirteen Shillings and Nine Pence Halfpenny, in the Paymaſter's Branch ; 
of One hundred and Fifty-rwo thouſand Nine hundred and Seventy-two 
Pounds and Four Pence Three Farthings, in the Caſhier's Branch; and of

for the Purpoſe of carrying on the Payments of Three Months Courle of 
the Victualling and other Bills ; which were the Reaſons why ſuch large 
Sums were permitted at that Time to be in their Hands: And in the 
Hands of Mr. Douglas, Five thouſand Seven hundred and Twenty-ſix 
Pounds Sixteen Shillings and Three Pence, for carrying on the Payments 
of Exchequer Fees and Contingencies : Which Sums, amounting together 
to the Sum of One hundred and Thirty-two thouſand Six hundred and 
Thirty-two Pounds Four Shillings and Ten Pence, reduces the above Ba- 
lance to Two hundred and Sixteen thouſand Three hundred and Nine 
Pounds Six Shillings and Eleven Pence. 

That this Balance is only applicable, in his Hands, to the reſpective 
Services for which it was iſſued. 

That, in his Iſſues of Money to the Chief Clerks in the different Branches, 
to carry on the current Services, he is guided by their Requiſition; which, 
in the Caſhier and Victualling Branches, is formed upon the Amount of the 
daily aſſigned Lifts, tranſmitted from the different Boards to the reſpective 
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Departments in the Treaſurer's Office; which Liſts contain a particular Ac- 
count of all Bills aſſigned on that Day for Payment; and in the Pay Branch, 
by a Conjecture formed of the Demands which may probably be made 
for paying of Ships, carrying on Recalls, Payment of the Yards, and 
of Half Pay. 

That Bills aſſigned by the ſeveral Boards, in their reſpective Depart- 
ments, upon the Treaſurer of the Navy for Payment, are not always pre- 
ſented to him immediately after ſuch Aſſignment ; on the contrary, they 
are frequently, by the various Accidents of Death, Litigation, Truſts, and 
Executorſhips, the Abſence or Convenience of the Proprietors, not preſented 
for Payment until a conſiderable Length of Time afterwards. 

That he does not know what Part of the above Balance of Two hun- 
dred and Sixteen thouſand Three hundred and Nine Pounds Six Shillings 
and Eleven Pence had been aſſigned by the ſeveral Boards for Payment 
on the gift of Auguſt laſt ; but that, by the Monthly Certificate ſent by 
the Navy Board to the Treaſury for that Month, it will appear what 
Aſſignments had been made, and of what Parts that Balance is com-

That the Victualling and Sick and Hurt Boards ſend the like Accounts 
to the Navy Board, which they include in. their Certificate, to the Intent 
the Treaſury may have full Knowledge of the Sums, under their ſeveral 
Heads, in the Hands of the Treafurer of the Navy. The Navy Board 
has the ſame Knowledge, from the Certificate feat them by the Trea- 
ſurer every Fortnight. | 

That the Navy Board deſire the Treaſurer to apply to the. Treaſury for 
ſuch Sums, and for ſuch Services, and at ſuch Times, as they, from thei: 
Knowledge of the Demands for thoſe Services, judge will be wanted. 

That the Difference between the Treaſurer's Balance and the Na 
Board Balance, in the Hands of the Treaſurer, on the 31ſt Auguſt laſt, in 
the Caſhier's Branch, ariſes from Bills aſſigned by the Navy Board upon 
him for Payment, -and not preſented to him.

T HIS Examinant ſaith, That the Difference between the Treaſurer's 

Balance and the Victualling Board Balance, in the Hands of the 
Treaſurer, on the 3iſt Auguſt laſt, in the Victualling Branch, ariſcs from 
Bills aſſigned by the Victualling Board upon him for Payment, and not 
preſented to him; they are outſtanding Bills, payable at Sight, remaining in 
the Hands of the Proprietors. 

The Treaſurer never aſks for Money, in the Victualling Branch, but by 
Direction of the Victualling Board; when the Comptroller of the Trea- 
ſurer's Accounts finds a Fund nearly exhauſted, he informs the Board of 
it, and, in Conſequence of that Information, they direct the Treaſurer to 
ſolicit a Supply tor that Fund. 

The Sums received by the Treaſurer, are kept under a Variety of Heads 
of Service; the Bills aſſigned under theſe Heads of Service art kept quite 
diſtinE&, and Bills under one Head of Service are never aſſigned upon a 
Fund under another Head of Service, except in the Caſe of old Stores, 
upon which Fund Bills under any other Head are aſſigned, according as 
they may be wanted. The Fund of old Stores ariſes from the Sale of 
decayed Stores in the Victualling Branch, and the Board dircits the 
Treaſurer to receive from the Purchaſers the Sums thoſe Stores are 
ſold for. 

As to the Sum of Seventeen thouſand Pounds to pay Impreſt and Bills 
of Exchange, appearing in the Navy Certificate to have been obtained on 
the 4th of Auguſt, and no Part of it exhauſted at the End of the Month, 
it appears from the Account of the Chief Clerk of the Comptroller, that 
this Sum was applied for on the 31ſt of July, and received ſo ſoon after 
as the 4th of Auguſt, whereas the Treaſury frequently do not iſſue the Sum 
applied for until Ten Days or a Fortnight afterwards. When that Sum 
was applied for, Bills of & xchange to that Amount, or thereabouts, had been 
preſented to and accepted by the Board; and it appears that a great Part 
of them were paid the Beginning of September. Bills of Exchange are
